REVENUE BILL IS READY

House Ways and Meana Committee
Decides on Compromise of Mc-
Adoo -and Kitchin Plans.

Washington, Aug. 23, —The drafting
of the S8,000,000,000 revenue bill was
practicully completed on Wednesday
when the house ways and means com-
mittes tentatively adopted a scheduole
of excess profits taxes which 1s a coms-
promise between the Kitchin and Me-
Adoo taxation plans., The committee
adopted the MeAdoo suggestion of an
80 per cent war profits tax, with a flat
10 per eent exemptlon, The war profits
tax probably will be levied on profits
in excess of the avernge for the three
yeuars of 1011-12-18,

The excess profits schedule adopted
allows a =ingle deduction of 8 per
cent,

On profits of 8 to 15 per cent o tox
of 35 per cent will be levled and on
profits of from 15 to 20 per cent the
tux will he 80 per cent.

On profits ahove 20 per cent the tax
will be TO per ceowt,

The war profits and excess profits
taxes were made alternative, with
power given to the treasury to levy
whichever In any glven coase will
bring the larger returns,

The schedule 1s only tentative, hut it
Is expected that [t will he approved
nond incorporated into the bill which
will be reported out.
